CHILD BRIDE ACCUSED 
OF KILLING HUSBAND 


Tennessee Sheriff Says Girl, 
14, Has Admitted She Shot 
Man, 35. 


MORRISTOWN, Tenn., May 13 
(AP).—Unmoved by her plight, 14 
year-old Mattie Pearl Manning to- 
day idled in Hamblen County Jail 
awaiting a preliminary hearing on 
the charge that she shot and killed 
her 35-year-old husband, 

The little, blue-eyed blonde, clad 
in a blue cotton dress with an- 
klets and slippers, was ready to 
be arraigned today but authori- 
ties decided to postpone the hear- 
ing until tomorrow and move the 
case to Juvenile Court.

JAPS REPORTED GIVEN FAULTY 
PARACHUTES TO BAR CAPTURE 


Others Dissuaded From Carrying | 
Safety Device, Allied Air- 
mén Think. 
AN ALLIED OPERATION BASE 


Japanese pilots are being given 
faulty parachutes or none at all in 
order to make certain they will not 
become prisoners, Allied airmen 
said today. 

Flyers at this base have found 
traces of only one parachute from 
numerous Japanese planes shot 
down and they believe many enemy 
airmen have been persuaded to go 
without them by stories of what 
their fate would be if captured. 
Australian flyers who have oper- 
ated in other areas reported seeing 
Japanese parachutes explode when 
opened. They theorize that Japa- 
nese officers ‘placed explosive 
charges in the equipment to make 
sure the pilots would fail to reach 
the ground alive. 


BRITAIN PUTS OFF RATIONING

VICHY, May 13 (AP).— The 
Vichy government announced to- 
night that it had sent a reply to 
an American note 
Martinique which “has given rise 
to grave questions.” 

The text of the Vichy reply was 


not disclosed, but a communique 
said the American note had been 
submitted to “thorough examifia- 
tion” after the hurried return of 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petain, 
chief of state, to Vichy from vaca- 
tion early this week. 

The communique follows: 

“The American Government com- 
municated to the French Govern- 
ment on May 5, through the inter- 
mediary of Admiral (Georges) 
Robert, high commissioner of 
France in the Antilles, a note con- 
taining new demands tending to 
modify the status of the Antilles 
at present in force. 

“Problems such ag those put for- 
ward by the American Government 
have given rise to grave questions. 

“They have been made the sub- 
ject of thorough examination since 
the return of the marshal (Petain). 

“On different occasions the chief 
of government (Pierre Laval) has 
conferred on this subject with Ad- 
miral of the Fleet (Jean) rs 
(chief of the armed forces), A 
‘miral Auphan, secretary of state’ 
for the Navy, and Governor Gen- 
éral Brieve, secretary of state for 
colonies. 

“President (of the Government) 
Laval today sent the reply of the 
French Government to the Ameri- 
can Government.”

Four Rescuers Overcome. 

Four members of a rescue crew 
were overcome from overexertion 
deep in the mine. The crews had 
struggled against tons of rock, coal 
and timbers three miles under- 
ground -since midafternoon yester- 
day, hoping to reach some of the 
men alive. A half-mile section of 
the mine was wrecked. 

Seventy others escaped when the 
blast occurred. At work in an area

BRITISH MINE SWEEPERS 
ARRIVE FOR RED FLEET 


LONDON, May 13 (AP).—Whal- 
ers which the British have used 
for two years for mine sweeping 
have arrived at the Soviet supply 
port of Murmansk for service with 
the Red Fieet, the ministry of in- 
formation said last night. 

The whalers were handed over

The House added the amend- 
ment on a voice vote at the sug- 
gestion of Representative Rankin 
(Dem.), ‘Mississippi, who said ‘it 
might prevent a bonus fight after 
the war. 

The House made no change in 
other base pay or allowance pro- 
visions of the bill, which is ap- 
plicable to the Army, the Navy, 
the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
the Public Health Service and the 
Nursing Service. 

Base pay increases were provided 
for men in the lower ranks up to 
and including Second Lieutenants 
and Ensigns, with hikes in allow- 
ances for rental and subsistence 
of higher officers.

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SUMMER MERCHANDISE 


OPA Order Effective May 18 
When Other Price Ceilings 
eAre Applicable.. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP).— 
A formula for fixing the retail 
price ceiling on summer seasonal 
commodities—lightweight clothing, 
outdoor furniture, beach toys and 
other warm weather merchandise— 
was issued yesterday by the Office 
of Price Administration. 

Briefly, it requires retailers to 
figure their maximum prices by 
adding last season’s percentage 
markup to a cost figure which can- 
not be higher than the highest 
manufacturers’ price in March. It 
is effective Monday, May 18, the 
same time that the general maxi- 
mum price regulation becomes, ap- 
plicable to retail sales of virtually 
everything eaten, worn and used 
by consumers in this country. 


The regulation was necessary be- 
cause the articles covered were not 
sold in March, the base period the 
price levels of which are the ceiling 
prices for virtually all other mer- 
chandise. 

To cover sections of the country 
where summer merchandise was 
sold generally at retail in March, 
such as Southern California and 
Florida, the order prevents use of 
the seasonal] formula by stores in 
those areas. Instead of defining 
the areas geographically, OPA sim- 
ply prohibited a retailer from using 
the markup formula if more than 
5 per cent of his annual sales of 
the particular article customarily 
occurs in March. Such sellers are 
required to price summer merchan- 
dise at or below she highest March 
figure. ' 

For retailers in general, the fol- 
lowing specific formula was laid 
down for pricing the seasonal 
goods: 
He shall arrive at his ceiling 
prices for any of the listed seasonal 
commodities by taking the lower of: 
1. The average cost to him of the 
commodity on purchases made be- 
tween the close of last year’s sum- 
mer selling season and the opening 
of this year’s, or May 11, 1942, 
whichever date is later; or 

2. The net price he would have 
to pay to replace the commodity 
after May 11, 1942. (This being at 
most the highest March price to 
which manufacturers and whole 
salers are tied by the general regu- 
lation.) 

To the lower of these, the retailer 
then may add: 

His last year’s average percent- 
age markup on the same commod- 
ity or if’ he is unable to establish 
this markup, then the average 
markup in the department in which 
he sold the same or a similar com- 
modity during the last summer 
selling season.

The driller lost his bit, the pres- 
sure within the wells overcame 
that of the driller’s pumps, there 
was a flood, there had been an 
earthquake, the driller “lost his 
mud”—and the well was aban- 
doned. A new one was drilled. 

Rapid Speaker. 

Henderson spoke fluently, ap- 
parently eager to tell his story to 
the- jury. Often the stenographer 
had to call on him to pause while 
she caught up with the stream of 
words, liberally sprinkled with the 
jargon of the oil fields. 

Jarrett well No. 1, the first 
drilled with St. Louis money, was 
abandoned, Henderson testified, 


a porous formation at 2210 feet. 
The formation absorbed the mud, 
which usually is pumped back to 
the surface, carrying with it the 
material crushed by the drill bit. 

Jarrett No. 2, Henderson said, 
went through gas and a stratum 
of oil and gas.

The Board of Governors of the 
Automobile Club of Missouri yes- 
terday urged Gov.

The 
British nation could not afford to have one unnesessary epi- 
demic. This program, however, it seems to me, is one that has 
been equaled in many Ameriean states which have the advan- 
tage of having. bigger health department. In some states diph- 
theria immunization has beén carried out in school children 
nearly 100 per cent. I believe, however, that we still could 
tighten up on our smallpox vaccination in the United States, 
Like Great Britain, we cannot afford to have one unnecessary 
epidemic. The Scottish Maternity Health Act of 1987 would be 
for us quite revolutionary, although a similar basic law has heen 
in operation in Sweden for some time. Applicable to all women 
‘alike who may apply for care, the law provides for the services 
of physician and skilled midwife for prenatal care and delivery 
in the patient’s home; for consultation of an obstetrician; for 
the attendance of the midwife as a maternity nurse if the deliv- 
ery is conducted by the physician.

THE RULE IS THAT all women shall be examined by the 
physician three times before the period of birth, and in all cases, 
whether delivered by a midwife or a physician, within 12 hours 
after delivery. The English have had to evacuate so many pro- 
spective mothers from areas which are subject to bombing and 
provide housing facilities for them in safe districts that this 
state care has become a natural, and in fact, an inevitable out- 
growth. I cannot help but think that all of ‘this will have a 
profound educational influence in public health matters. Most
